ORDER

On September 16, 2011, Nexus Communications, Inc., ("Nexus" ) filed a motion

to hold all pending matters in abeyance. As grounds for their motion, Nexus states that

it has similar proceedings pending with other state commissions and that the outcome

regarding confidentiality matters in this proceeding could jeopardize disclosure of this

information in other state proceedings. Nexus anticipates that the resolution of pending

matters in other states should be complete within the next 14 months." Nexus requests

the matter be held in abeyance until other state proceedings are resolved, or in the

alternative, to set this case for review in one year.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. Nexus'otion is granted.

2. This case is hereby held in abeyance pending further motion of Nexus.

3. Nexus shall provide written status reports to the Commission detailing

progress in other states every 60 days after the date of this Order.
